Bont the daughters of the farmers 
they are as delicate and pale as lilies of the 
valley, or fine ladies of the Fifth Avenue. if 
one catches a glimpse of « rose in their cheeks, 
it is the pale rose of the hot-house, and not the 
freak glow of the garden damask. Alas, we 
soon discovered the reason. They, too, live for 
seven months in the rear in unventilated rooms, 
heated by close stoves! The Sre-places are 
closed up, and roddy compirxions have vanish- 
ed with them. Occasionally, indeed, ome meets 
with an exception, some bright-eyed, young, 
rustic Hebe, whose rosy cheeks and round, clas 
tie figure would make you believe that the 
world has not all grown «delicate ;” and, if 
you inquire, you will learn probably that she is 
our of those whose natural spirits force them 
oat continually in the open air, so that she bas, 
as yet, in that way escaped any considerable 
doses of the national poison. 

Now that we are fairy afloat on this daager- 
0Gs sea, ve mast unburdes onr heart sufficiently 
to say, that vetther in Eagiend nor Frauce does 
one meet with # much beauty—certanly not, 
so far as charming eyes and expressive faces go 
towards constituting beauty—es in America. 
But, alas, om the other hand, as compared wiih 
the elastic figures and bealthtul frames abroad, 
Amenecan besnty is as evanescent as 2 dissvlving 
view, contrasted with a real aed living land- 
scape. What is with us « sweet dream, from 
sixteen to twenty-five, is there & permanent 
reality till forty five or @fty. 

We should think it might be a matier of o:- 
wate, were it not that we sew, as the most com- 
moe thing, even Gner compleszions ia F ranc> 
yes, in the heart ef Paris, aad especially among 
the peasantry, who are almost wholly in the 
ope aw —thae in England. 

And what, then, is the mystery of fine physi- 
ea. health, which is so much betier understood 
im the old world than the new! 

The first transatlantic seeret of health, is

On the other site of the water, person who 
should neglect the plearure of breathing the 
free ait for a couple of hours daily, or should 
abun the duty of exercise, is suspected of slight 
lunacy, any ladies who should prefer contina- 
ally to devote their leisure to the solace of laxu- 
rious cushions, rather than an exhilarating ride 
or walk, are thought « little tite mentee. What, 
im short, is looked upon es « virtue there, is 
only regarded as & matter of fancy here. Hence, 
an American generally shivers in an air that is 
grateful and bracing to an Englishman, and 
looks blue, in Paris, in weather when the Pari- 
siags «it with the casement windows of their 
saloons wide open.

Rye came in well, but was not extensively 
sown. [It rarely fails.) 

Grass end hey are short in the sverage— we 


later growth so hastened by the intense heat that 
very much of it suffers by standing in the field 
after it should have been cat. There is mach 
yet out which will not be worth nearly so much 
as it would have been if cut « fortnight ago. It 
is very short in the groai Grazing States of the 
| West. 

Indvan Corn was quite extensively planted, 
| and about half of all we hbeve seen bears 8 good 
| color, though often shortened by drought 
| About a quarter of all we have seen is very mis- 
| erable, and cannot yield ten bushels to the acre 
—much net five, The remaining quarter is 
rather worse than middling. There is time yet 
for improvement, if rains are frequent and frosts 
hold off, but the probability now is that the 
yield per acre will be below an average. Ifso, 
Pork must be higher. In the South, Corn is a 
great staple, and there will not be half & crop 
this year. 

Potatoes cover a great deal of ground—we | 
think more than usua!--bat the fora 
yield are not bright. They have widely sufler- 
ed from drought, ard the wines are generally less 
lexuriant than they should be. We bear re- 
ports that the dreaded Rot has made ili 4,.).«- 
ance in Westehester County, where rain has 
bees shundant. We believe the average yicid 
will be small, though many fields look well. 

Oats are a failure. There was « great breadth 
sown, but the severe drought of July has stant- 
ed them, so that they are short and look badly. 
Even in Westchester, where there has been rain 
enough, they look thin and feeble—a result at. 
tributed to the intense heats of June. We did | 
not see @ dozen really good fields in the last , 
thousand miles we travelled. There will not be 
over half a crop. 

Sewed Corn (for fodder) is doing fairly. | 

Buckwheat is seen in all stages—some fields 
to the blossom ; others hardly out of the ground. | 
The earliest sown is gererally short. It is too 
s00n to speak as to the latter. | 





Reets, other than Potatoes, are not exten- | 
sively sown, or are not up yet. The shortness | 
of the Grass crop ought to have induced a) 
very general sowing of Turnips aod Indian Corn | 
to eke out the deficiency of Hay, but we do not | 
learn that it has done so. | 

Our general conclusion ts, that Grain will 
rule high, and probebly advance during the 
nest nine months, carrying Pork along with it, | 
and that Cattle and Beef will be cheaper in the | 
fall. Sheep cannot well be dearer. But Au- | 
gust may materially change all this. Grass and | 
Winter Grain are mainly cut, while Oats are | 
generally past praying for; but lodian Com | 
and Potatoes may yet come in so bounteously 
as to ensure goneral plenty... ¥. Tribune. 

Taxes.—-Persons whe take no particular in 
terest in improving the streets and spare ground 
im their garden, hardly realize how soon they 
are repaid for the slight trouble of planting, and 
little subsequent care of watching the growth of 
shade trees. The first impulse ia regard to 
tree planting seems to be checked by the thought 
that it will be so long before it will grow toe 
size to be serviceable. From our desk we can | 
see five horse chesnut trees that were set out | 
evly five years ago, and thay sew Gey 0 do- | 
lightful shade aod pay for the original cost be- 
sides, ia obviating the pecessity for an swuing, 
which disfigures 0 street, while a tree is an ap- 
propriate and delightful ornament, as well as 
protector from the sua. 

There has been some question ebout what 
we shall do for tue! and ship-building when 
the forests within reasonable distance of the | 
seaboard ase all destroyed. A prudent fore. | 
sight would suggest that forest trees should be | 
planted ; there will always be spots of land | 
enough between our large towns aad villages, to | 
have @ grove of such kinds of trees raised as 
are best edapted to the soll. We believe every 
town and city that has the land to spare, along | 
the shores of New England, or within a few | 
miles of our railways thet connect with seaport | 
towns, could add grestly to the value of their 
otherwise anoccupted lands, by planting forest 
trees. 

Many aman in Eesex county could, we are 
satisfied, secure « fortane to bis son, if not te 
himself, by planting forest trees on his land, 
which would be used to bulld the future ships 
of the Merrimac. Some land might be taken 
for this purpose wh'ch is almost useless for any- 
thing else. And of/ land which is not profite- 
bie for other cultivation, should be brought into 
wood. The pine may be raised from the saad to 
the height of ten feet in as many years, aad to 
a size profitable for firewood in twenty years; 
and of course mach souner whew transplanted , 
and these may be planted and wil! flourish in 
the poorest soil, that which is At for nothing 
else. Between here and Fiam Islead, with a 
small outlay, pine treee might be set out, and | 
pipe trees line the roadside, on land which sow | 
yields létle or nothing, which would fernish | 
timber for spars aod many other purposes, in 
the course of afew yours; before the present 
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generation of ship-buliders and mast-makers 
have givea place to their natural successors.
